NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On-call Internal Affairs Bureau personnel assumed the handle on a force investigation 
after learning that Deputies Eric Sorensen and Bryan Cramer were involved in an incident 
with Suspect Natividad Guardado which resulted in Deputy Sorensen using significant 
force. The suspect sustained a fracture to his left clavicle and a rib fracture. 


On September 2, 2012, Century Sheriff Station deputies responded to a disturbance call 
at Florence Avenue, in the city of Los Angeles. The call stated a male Hispanic 
was drunk, armed with a knife, and was threatening to stab his wife.

Deputies Sorensen and Cramer arrived at the location. Within the first few minutes of 
investigation, they saw Suspect Natividad Guardado approximately 60 feet away from 
them, holding two knives in his hand in a threatening manner as he walked slowly toward 
them. Deputies Sorensen and Cramer pointed their 9mm Berettas at Suspect Guardado 
as Deputy Sorensen ordered him several times to stop, put the knives down, and get on 
the ground. Suspect Guardado did not stop. He continued to advance slowly toward 
the deputies. Deputy Sorensen took out his Taser, put his gun away, and pointed the 
Taser light at the center of Suspect Guardado’s chest. The suspect did not stop.

When Suspect Guardado advanced within approximately 20 feet of the deputies, and 
would not comply with the order to stop and drop the knives, Deputy Sorensen tased 
Suspect Guardado. Suspect Guardado’s body became very rigid, the knives flew from 
his hand, and he fell to the ground, landing on his left shoulder. Deputy Sorensen placed 
his knee on Suspect Guardado’s back and restrained him as Deputy Cramer handcuffed 
him. Suspect Guardado was transported by LA County Fire Department Engine 164 to 
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White Memorial Medical Center and treated by Doctor Jacob. The suspect was given an 
okay to book at 0440 hours. 


Suspect Guardado sustained a fracture to his left clavicle and a rib fracture.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 
Deputy Eric Sorenson 


Deputy Sorenson was interviewed on December 4, 2012, at 1052 hours by Sergeants 
Brenda Parker and Patrick Mannion. The interview was audio recorded. 


Deputy Sorensen said he and his partner received a Domestic Violence call where a male 
Hispanic was armed with a knife, threatening to stab his B He said they responded to 
the call. Deputy Sorensen said he and Deputy Cramer was the only unit assigned to the 
call because it was a busy night, and no other units were available

When they arrived, they saw two male Hispanics standing outside in front of the location. 
He said neither of the men fit the description of the suspect. Deputy Sorensen said he 
asked the men where the suspect went and they both pointed westbound down Florence 
Avenue. Deputy Sorensen said that since it was Deputy Cramer's first day, and he was 
on training, he instructed Deputy Cramer to stay by his side. 


Deputy Sorensen said he searched westbound down Florence Avenue for several blocks 
and did not see the suspect. He said the suspect then came around the corner 
southbound on Miramonte to eastbound Florence. The suspect was approximately 60 
feet away from them. Deputy Sorensen said the suspect was “shambling” around the 
corner like a zombie. The suspect had blood on his face, he was dressed in a brown 
shirt and black pants which was described in the call, and he was holding two knives in his 
right hand. 


Deputy Sorensen said he held the knives with his arm straight and his palm forward, and 
the tips of the knife blades were pointing up. Deputy Sorensen said he illuminated the 

suspect with his Mountain light and gave him several orders to drop the knives, stop, and 
get on the ground. He said the suspect continued walking toward them. He said the 

suspect never paused. The suspect was about 60 feet away from them and continued to 
walk toward them in a slow pace. Deputy Sorensen said he gave the suspect orders to 
stop, drop the knives and get on the ground in English because he does not know how to 
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speak Spanish that well. He said he was the only one giving orders because he told 
Deputy Cramer who was his Binat only one deputy would give commands so there 
would be no confusion. 


Deputy Sorensen said the suspect continued to close the distance, as he walked slowly 
toward them. Deputy Sorensen said he started walking back in order to increase the 
distance between them. Deputy Sorensen said as he backed up, he holstered his gun 
and drew his Taser. He said at that time, the suspect was approximately 30 feet away 
from him. He said he holstered his gun and drew his Taser because he read the 
situation and thought it was prudent to make that decision. He said he knew that Deputy 
Cramer had his gun drawn and thought this was a good situation to use the Taser. 


Deputy Sorensen said he put the Taser dot low on the suspect's chest, or around his 
sternum. He said the suspect continued to advance toward him as he gave five to six 
more series of commands of “stop, drop the knife, get on the ground.” He said he told 
the suspect “I’m gonna tase you if you don't stop.” Deputy Sorenson said when the 
suspect came within about 20 feet from him and continued to walk toward him as he was 
backed up, he tased the suspect. 


Deputy Sorensen said it appeared that one dart hit the suspect in his chest, and one dart 
hit the suspect in his leg. He said the suspect's body immediately went rigid and the 
knives were “ejected” from his hand. He said the suspect started to fall and turned to the 
left as he fell, striking his left shoulder on the ground. He said he then moved in and 
administered a contact tase to the suspect's right thigh or calf area. He said then put the 
Taser on the suspect's back and held the trigger down because they had not searched 
the suspect and his left arm was concealed underneath his body. Deputy Sorensen 
said he put his knee on Suspect Natividad’s back while he directed Deputy Cramer to 
handcuff the suspect. He said he continued to hold the trigger on the Taser for about 14 
seconds until Deputy Cramer was able to secure the suspect's left hand and make sure 
he did not have any weapons.

SWORN WITNESS STATEMENT: 
Deputy Brian Cramer 


Deputy Cramer was interviewed on December 14, 2012, at 0947 hours by Sergeant 
Brenda Parker. The interview was audio recorded. 


Deputy Cramer said that on his first day at Century Station as a Deputy Sheriff Reserve 
Trainee, he was assigned to work with Deputy Sorensen. He said they received a call of 
a spousal assault, person with a knife. When they arrived, they saw two male Hispanics 
that did not match the description of the suspect. They asked the men what was going 
on, and if they knew where the suspect went. The men pointed toward Florence Avenue 
and Miramonte Street. They walked in that direction. When they got close to the 
corner, he saw a male Hispanic who matched the description of the suspect holding two 
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knives in his right hand. 


Deputy Cramer said he and Deputy Sorensen drew their guns and Deputy Sorensen 
gave the suspect several commands to stop and put the knives down, but he would not 
put them down. He said the suspect continued to walk toward them, holding the knives. 
Deputy Sorensen gave several more commands for the suspect to put the knives down. 
He said the suspect was not listening and continued to walk toward them. He said 
Deputy Sorensen used his Taser to subdue the suspect. He said once Deputy Sorensen 
tased the suspect, the suspect fell and the knives flew out of his hand. He said Deputy 
Sorensen ordered him to handcuff and search the suspect. He said he was able to cuff 
the suspect's right arm but the left arm was under the suspect's body. He said he was 
able to secure the arm and cuff it while Deputy Sorensen restrained the suspect. 


Deputy Cramer said he and Deputy Sorensen did not verbally communicate about how 
the incident would be handled. He said Deputy Sorensen told him earlier in the day to 
stay close, therefore he was standing a couple of feet to Deputy Sorensen’s left side 
during the incident. Deputy Cramer said he did not really know what to do, but he 
pointed his weapon at the suspect and observed his actions. He said he was prepared 
to use his gun if he needed to. Deputy Cramer said there was no need for him to use his 
gun because he was watching Deputy Sorensen and felt Deputy Sorensen was using a 
reasonable amount of force. 


CIVILIAN WITNESS’ STATEMENTS: 


Witness [IE was interviewed by Sergeant Avaya on September 2, 2012, at 2036 
hours. The interview was video recorded in Spanish and translated and transcribed from 
Spanish to English.

Witness said Suspect Guardado was “somewhat drunk.” He said Suspect 
Guardado had two knives and came close to the deputies. He said Suspect Guardado 
tried to attack the deputies. He said the deputies did not hit the suspect but they used 
their Taser on Suspect Guardado and handcuffed him. 


Witness IEEE said Suspect Guardado tried to attack him various times from behind 
with the knives.

Suspect Guardado said he wag arguing with his Banc he told UE ë g 
leave the house. He said ere, e and hit him two to three times 
in the face. He said he fell back, and his punched him two times while he 


was on the ground. He said the injuries on his face came from being involved in a fight 
with nie He said his other injuries came from the deputies.

Suspect Guardado said one of the deputies grabbed him and threw him face down on the 
ground and put his knee on his shoulder. He said the other deputy tased him three times 
on the right lower side of his back. The suspect said his ribs were on the ground and his 
left hand was to the back on the sidewalk. He said the deputy put his knee on top of him, 
then the shocks in his back came.

Suspect Guardado sustained a fracture to the left clavicle (break in the collarbone) and a 
rib fracture. 


IAB Note: Suspect Guardado would not return any phone calls or make 
himself available to be interviewed or available for IAB to request to receive 
his medical records. Only basic medical information is provided in this 
report.
